Brothérhood of Railway Engineers, the 
Brotherhood of Railway Firemen and 
Enginemen, the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors, and the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen. Their members include prac- 
tically all the men who operate railroad 
trains in the United States and Canada. 
The Canadian members have declined to 
take part in the present controveisy be- 
cause their country is at war. — 

The demands of the men, which appear 
simple, are actually complicated and are 
difficult for the layman to understand. 
They apply only to the freight and not 
to the passenger service. 

Briefly, they demand that for all men 
in the freight service ‘‘100 miles or less 
or eight hours or less shall constitute a 
day.”’ And that all overtime be paid for 
at the rate of one and one-half times 
the regular rate. 


Ten Hour Day Now. 

At present ten hours constitutes a day 
and over time is paid for at the regular 
rate. 

These demands were refused by the 
railroads, who, making certain demands 
of their own, offered to submit both sets

At the instance of the United States 
chamber of commerce, representing the 
shippers and business men of the coun- 
try, United States Senator Newlands last 
week introduced a resolution in the 
interstate commerce committee of the 
senate at Washington instructing the 
interstate commerce commission to 
make an immediate investigation of the 
wages and working hours and conditions 
of all railroad employés and requesting 
both unions and railroad managers to 
delay final action until such an impar- 
tial investigation could be made. The 


union heads wrote a letter requesting. 


the senate committee not to take such 
action, and the resolution was promptly 
tabled without the taking of any testi- 
mony. 


Where Hope Lies. 

There remains the conference in New 
York on Tuesday, and the certain at- 
tempted intervention of government au- 
thorities, and—finally—of President W'11I- 
son himself. These failing, the strike 
will be called. 

The first effect would be to stop the mov- 
ing of 2,200,000 freight cars on the 267,000 
miles of railroad track in the United 
States. 

If the freight men are called out it 
ig predicted that the passenger service 
wiH be immediately involved. Under 
the working rules the railroads have 
the right, ‘in emergencies, to transfer 
train crews from the passenger to the 
freight service. If that is attempted 
the passenger crews will refuse to obey 
and join the strikers. The vote gives 
the union leaders the authority to call 
out passenger as well as freight crews. 

Many, if not all, of the railroads will 
attempt to move trains by the aid of 
other employés and outside strikebreak- 
ers. Such roads as the Pennsylvania, 
the Santa Fé, the Frisco, and many oth- 
ers have been advertising for weeks for 
men to take the place of the present train 
crews in case of a strike. They are 
said to be in immediate touch with thou- 
sands of applicants. 

The roads have asked aleo for volunteers 
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among their employés outside of the four 
unions. The Pennsylvania, among oth- 
ers, has arinounced that it has the names 
of hundreds of such volunteers. 

If operation is attempted under such 
conditions, with nearly 400,000 engineers, 
conductors, firemen, and brakemen on 
strike, one may form his own conclu- 
sions as to the probabilities of violence 
and riots. The president of one of the 
large eastern lines has stated privately 
that he will attempt to keep his system 
in operation with all the force at his 
command, both inside and outside the 
present organization. But if serious vio- 
lence breaks out he will shut down every 
mile of the road and appea! directly to 
the president of the United States for 
proper protection before attempting to 
resume. ’ 

/One may try to imagine what will hap- 
pen if the strike comes and no factory 
or wholesale house in the country is able 
to ship its goods and no retail merchant 
or consumer to receive supplies. 


Cost of a Strike. 

The estimated cost to the railroade of 
granting the present demands of the men 
is $100,000,000 annually. To shut down 
the business of the United States for a 
week would result in a loss which would 
pay that bill for a decade. 

Vastly more important than the mone- 
tary loss would be the effect on the popu- 
lation of the great cities. To them it is 
a sheer matter of life and death. It is 
estimated by a man who has given the 
subject careful study that Pittsburgh 
would starve to death in four days if its 
food suppligs coming by rail were 
stopped. Most of the eastern cities get 
their foodstuffs from long distances and 
live from hand to mouth. Chicago is in 
a somewhat better situation. Yet evenin 
Chicago the cost of all food supplies would 
instantly soar and the cutting off of ice 
and milk alone would result in » large 
number of cases of disease and death.

It 
would be impossible within the same 
time to buy potatoes or fruit. Onions, 
turnips, and green vegetables, such as 
lettuce, tomatoés, and cucumbers, could 
not be secured after the first forty-eight 
hours, except in rare instances and then 
at enormously increased prices. Most

State Board of Health Wil 
Give Them Regular Med- 
ical Tests. 


The gang recently exposed in the di- 
ploma mill frauds can see the hand- 
writing on the wall in a statement is- 
suéd last night to THE TRIBUNR by Dr. 
St. Clair Drake, secretary of the Illi- 
)nois state board of health. 

“Under the Illinois medical practice 
act,” sald Dr. Drake, “ there is a clause 
which provides that those who wish to 
practice drugiess healing shall be given 
an examination by the state board suf- 
ficiently strict to test their qualifica- 
tions as practitioners. 

“There are no specific requirements 
as to preliminary or technical educa- 
tion, and any person, regardless of his 
education, can take the examination. 
Should he succeed in obtaining the nec- 
essary 75 per cent passing grade, he 
will be granted what is known as an 
‘other practitioner's’ license. 


_ Write on Ten Subjects. 

‘“‘Under a recent ruling of the board 
all such candidates hereafter will be 
required to write on ten subjects, the 
subjects physicians and surgeons are 
examined in, the differences being that 
‘other practitioners’ shall not write 
on materia medica, surgery, or obstet- 
rics. 
“Asa test of a candidate's educational 
qualification the board from now on will 
require the candidate to give in detail 
his preliminary and technical education 
and on this statement he will be graded. 


Must Grade Schools.. 
‘This is a move on the part of the 
board to do away with cheap and worth- 
less money grabbing medical institutions, 
and it will necessitate the grading of all 
institutions teaching drugiess healing. 
All institutions that fail to meet the 
schedule of minimum requirements wili 
be declared ‘not good standing.’ 

‘* I wish to impress on the public that a 
list of all institutions in IMinois which are 
in good standing can be obtained at any 
time on application to me, and I invfte 
inquiries of all kinds at all times.”

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THIS STRIKE. 

A genial plan to throw the creat railway systems 
of the country into a federal receivership, it is in- 
timated in Washington, is one of the possibilities of 
the impending strike which the uzion leaders view 
with favor. Whether this intimation is to be taken 
with serious credence or not, it is of public impor- 
tance as suggesting the gravity of the situat'vn and 
the need ‘or a prompt public awakening to what 
ray prove a national calamity. the ultimate effects 
of which no man can foresee. 

If the administration’s habit of waiting for some- 
thing to turn up is to be followec in the railway 
crisis and congress continues to play politics wit 
it, the country may suffer a disaster waich will very 
quickly turn our prosperity into widespread suffer- 
ing, to say nothing of consequences which may last 
for generations. 

‘The apathy of the public during the controversy 
has been the effect of a vague notion that a general 
railway strike would be too disastrous to happen. 
Now that it is imminent perhaps all the parties in 
interest will wake up. Up to this time only a 
minority 7:.s taken a hand. Now a movement in op- 
position to the strike has been begun among railway 
employés who are not represented in the trainmen’'s 
unions. It is high time. It is estimated that the 
unions represented in the controversy number 400,- 
000, but that the total number of railway employés 
is 2,000,000, so the men interested in the movement 
call it the appeal of 80 per cent. 

It will be charged, of course, that this movement 
is a device of the railways to defeat the strike. 
But even if it were initiated by the railway man- 
agers, it must be confessed that it presents a very 
just and very important consideration. If a strike 
is resorted to to enforce the demands for better 
conditions of 20 per cent of employés, it will imme- 
diately affect the 80 per cent—to say nothing of 
the hundred millions of the American people. 

Have not the 80 per cent a right to protest 
against @ strike which will strike them? ‘ 

But the interest of the 80 per cent is deeper 
than an interest in avoiding the strike. They are 
also interested in the terms on which peace is to be 
preserved. The fund from which the railways 
pay wages and salaries and dividends and interest 
on loans and maintenance charges, etc., may be 
large just now, thanks to our hectic war prosperity, 
but it has limits. The problem is one of distribu- 
tion, and what is paid out to one class of employés 
, cannot be paid out to others. If any class profits 
, unjustly, whether it be a class of employés, stock- 

olders, or shippers, it profits at the expense of the 
others. 

That is a conclusive argunient against a strike. 
ttt is a conclusive argument against any settlement 
of the claims of the unions without fair considera- 
tion of the rights of all parties concerned, and 
these parties are the consuming public, the shipping 
public, the men and women who have supplied 
capital to the roads, and the employés whose in- 
terests are involved but not considered up to this | 
time in the present controversy. A 

The 80 per cent are directly concerned in the 
fair and peaceful solution of the eight hour con- 
troversy and ought to make their opinion felt. And 
not only their interests, but those of all the other 
parties should be considered. That is why a strike 
cannot bring about a square deal and why adjudi- 
cation by the best equipped and most authoritative 
body available, namely, the interstate commerce 
commission, should be insisted upon. 

A tieup of the transportation sy-tem of the coun- 
try in a quarrel over wages or conditions of service 
would not only be a national calamity. It would be 
a national disgrace. The paramount interest is 
that of the public and it should be vigorously en- 
forced. | | 


“BIG JOBS FOR BAD TIMES.” 

Mr. William Hard, a very level headed publicist, 
has contributed to Everybody’s Magazine for August 
@ suggestive and timely article which ought to be 
given careful consideration throughout the country, 
' gnd especially in Washington. | 

The gist of Mr. Hard’s proposal is not novel. But 
At has been neglected, and we hope the country is 
pow in a receptive mood. 7 | 

Mr. Hard reminds us that our present abundant 
prosperity, brought about in large measure by ab- 
mormal conditions which will pass, will be followed 
in due time by a period of recession. We shall then 
confront once more the harsh problems of wide- 
spread unemployment with which we were struggling 
before the Puropean war began to throw its profits 
fnto our lape. 

Why not prepare for this certainty, asks Mr. 
Hiard, by platining to undertake public works of 
proved need during this period. Great projects of 
flood control, land reclamation, and the like are 
under way or in contemplation. Why not create 
now a national unemployment crisis commission of 
‘the highest character, which shall proceed, with the 
gid of the appropriate bureaus and departments of 
the federal and state governments, to map out sound 
public improvements, create skeleton organizations, 
and begin works which, as unemployment sets in, 
can be rapidly expanded to meet the general need. 

The principle underlying this proposal seems to 
Tus Prisune sound, and while its working out 
would be impossible under our system of congres- 
gional pork appropriation; the difficulties ought not 
to deter its consideration. . Flood control, for exam- 
ple, is now a stalking horse for local graft. Land 
‘feclamation must be safeguarded from private ex- 
ploitation. But would not a high commission backed 
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by an awakened public opinion be able to avoid | 


these evils and bring them to an end more effectually 
than any means we are now relying upon? | 

Is is worth prompt and thorough consideration. 
Ae Mr. Hard well says: “ Why is 2 not possible 
for our chief of engineers, on behalf of daily ordi- 
hary Zaman happiness, to know as much about 
what he is going to do in our next great human 
business crisis as the chief of staff of the German 
army knew about what he was: going to do in the 
- jext German war with France?” 

This is purely a matter of organized foresight. 
Is the American people, which has given such proof 


they begin to talk. | 

Mexico can be helped only if it submits to guid- 
ance. It needs aid, direction, support, and money 
assistance. {t can get what it needs only if it 
expresses its willingness to accept all that it needs, 
It will take money; it will not take guidance. If 
it gets money without guidance it will be worse 
off than ever. 

When Mexico comes to the United States as a 
collection of people at their wits’ end, tired of their 
system and tired of their misrule, it may be pos 
sible for the United States to help them. If Mexico 
pretends to have a government and insists upon deal- 
ing with the United States as if it were dealing with 
Guatemala, the conference will be a fiasco and it 
will require only a short time to prove it as such. 

The idea that we are treating with an organized, 
self-governing people is a foolish bit of euphemism. 
We are dealing with a collection of people who just 
manage to get along. They are not self-governing. 
They have no honest, efficient autocracy. They have 
nothing that can pass under the name of government. 
They cannot keep their money at any value. They 
cannot develop their resources. They cannot pro 
tect the weak from the aggression of the rich. They 


erty. 
political and religious beliefs. They cannot keep 
themselves from need of food. They cannot provide 
means of education for the masses. There is no gov- 
ernment in Mexico. There never has been good gov- 
ernment In Mexico. There has never been any form 
of government which promised anything for the de- 
velopment of masses of people such as ought to 
occupy parts of this continent. 

Mexico has produced some patriotic men, a num- 
ber of wealthy men, many shrewd lawyers, many 
bombastic, corrupt leaders, but no government which 
offered the land any hope of progress. If we deal 
with Mexico as if it had or could have unaided a 
decent government, we simply are wasting time. 


A SECRETARY OF 
IMPONDERABLES. 

In the course of this war there have been created 
a great many new official] positions in England as 
well as in France and Germany, so we think that 
nobody will resent our proposing the creation of 
one more. How would it do if these governments 
would each select a man of well known fairness 
and poise with the explicit instruction to sound 
every political and military action as to the “im- 
ponderables ” it might involve? 

Bismarck introduced the word into diplomatic 
language and insisted repeatedly and strongly on 
the importance of taking the imponderables into 
serious consideration. Imponderables are things 
which cannot be weighed or calculated in numbers, 
and which in spite of or on account of their ethereal 
essence may be of the greatest importance. 

Think of how much good a secretary of im- 
ponderables might have done ix this war! In the 
Lusitania case, in the Cavell case, in the Fryatt 
case he would have warned the Germans. He might 
have said in the simplest and quietest manner: 
“ Before we destroy the Lusitania, let us ask our- 
selves jf we shall be able to keep up methods like 
that and force or persuade humanity to accept 
them. If we are sure we can, then we perhaps 
may go on, but if we have doubts about such a 
possibility, then it will be safer to renounce this 
spectacular coup which will be exploited by our 
enemies and may entangle us in a war with the 
United States. A reputation for unequaled brutal- 
ity may hurt us more than the ammunition which 
this ship brings over from America.” ’ 

In the Cavell case he would have said: “Of 
course we may be legally right in having the woman 
shot, but we all are trembling at the idea of such 
a step. That may be sentimental and illogical, but 
it is a psychological fact. Moreover, consider the 
American feelings towards women. You may call 
it irrationally romantic, but we cannot ignore it if 
we value American good will Why not imprison 
the woman as long as the war lasts? It is not a 
question whether the punishment is just or unjust; 
our only aim should be to eliminate her without 
rousing against us the opinion of the neutrals.” 

In the Fryatt case he could have said: “ Capt. 
Fryatt has only done what the English government 
ordered him to do. He has performed a duty. 
Every German woukl have acted the same way. It 
is absolutely unnecessary to embitter our relations 
with England. As long as we do not realize this 
we cannot hope to come to an understanding and a 
lasting peace.

While there is no case of any previous ruler of 
China having been a Christian, yet history shows 
that one of the most famous prime ministers of 
China in the early part of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, Known as Su-Kwang-Ki, was a Christian, 
having been converted by the Jesuit Father Mat- 
thew Ricci, who, by reason of his profound 
knowledge of mathematics, won for himself an 
imperishable place in Chinese history. 

His successor at Peking, the Jesuit Father Adam 
Schall, who was appointed by the last Ming em- 
peror to be chief astronomer, who established 
the great observatory in the Chinese metropolis, 
and to whom belongs the credit of the discovery 
of the Nestorian stones, is understood to have 
made a convert of the first of the Manchu em- 
perors. It is proved that the latter completed 
his instruction in the Christian faith’ at the hands 
of Father Schall, whom he used to describe as his 
“maffa,” a Manchu term for “old man.” But on 
the eve of the date appointed for his baptism he 


The following emperor, who had been largely 
educated by Catholic missionaries of -the Jesuit, 
Franciscan and Dominican orders, was so well 
disposed toward the faith that he accorded the 
Sreater part of the funds needed for the erection 
of a cathedral in his palace grounds. 

It is possible that Christianity might have been 
adopted at the close of the seventeenth century 
as the official religion of China had the holy

Mme. @’Annunzio is a sister of the Roman 
Duke of Gallese, chamberlain to the widowed 
Queen Marguerite, and married against his 
wishes. D’Annunzio, whose real name is Gabriele 
Rapagnetta, not only equandered her large for- 
tune on himself but abandoned her to a life of 
privation, declining to contribute to her support 
or to that of their children, and sought in vain, 
however, to secure a divorce from hr in Switzer- 
land in order to be able to marry the daughter 
of the late Prime Minister Rudint. 

His eldest boy, Gabriellino, earned his living 
until the beginning of the war as a secondary 
actor in a secondary company. His second son 
studied to enter the merchant marine. But a 
certain sum of money was necessary for the 
school from which officers of the mercantile ma- 
rine are graduated, and this the poet declined to 
contribute. 

So the young fellow, despite his education, was 
until the beginning of the war, at sea, not as an 
officer of the royal navy, or even of the mer- 
cantile marine, but as a quartermaster. The third 
son was a subordinate clerk on one of the Italian 
railroad lines until the beginning of the present 
war.

Toward the middle of the nineteenth century 
there remained of the historic Altempo family 
orly Dona Liicrezia and a cousin, Count Albert 
Altempo, For the sake of family interests it was 
decided that the cousins should marry. After a 
few years Count Albert died, leaving a widow 
and a daughter. The latter did not long survive, 
and so his widow, Dona Lucrezia, remained sole 
heiress of the great patrimony of the house of 
Altempo. — 

In the early *§0s, when the French troops were 
in Rome, Dona Lucrezia perceived one day from 
the window of the Altempo palace a remarkably 
handsome soldier of one of the French dragoon 
regiments, who was grooming his horse. She 
made some pretext to send for him and thus made 
his acquaintance. It was net long before, through 
her influence, the French dragoon, Jules. Har- 
douin, was offered a commission In the pontifical 
army, whereupon he quit the French military 
service and married her. — 

Pius IX took a great fancy to the ex-dragoon 
and revived in hig favor the old Altempo duke- 
dom of Galiese. A few years afterwards Dona 
Lucresia died, leaving a baby girl, who svon fol- 
lowed her to the grave. Of course the father 
was his child's heir, and thus the grand old Al- 
tempo palace, one of the finest in Rome, and the 
great Altempo possessions, passed to the ex-

If a person belongs to some one of these 
groups and wants to know his or her life 
expectancy more accurately than it is 
given in the general table he or she can 
consult the table for the particular group 
in which he or she belongs. 
In addition to the above groups there 
are special life tables for cities—white 
males and white females: rural districts, 
white males and white females, and also 
for five states—Indiana, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Naw Jersey, and New York. 
And now what are some of the facts 
shown by the tables? The start is made 
with 100,000 newly born children. Of 
these 4,377 die before reaching 1 month 
of age; 1,131 die in the second month of 
life; 11,462 die in the first year of life. 
Let us take a person 50 years of age. 


Of the 100,000 born at the same time as 


he 62,460 are living, 37,540 have died. Of 
the 64,460 of his group now living 897 can 
be expected to die within the next year.

If you would 
like to know what class of population 
shows the lowest rate of mortality you are 
told that they are the white females in 
the rural part of the original registra- 
tion states. Women are healthier than 
men and country people than city people. 

Or, what class of population shows the 
highest rate of mortality and the lowest 
expectation of life? The answer is Negro 
males. 

The tables are very unsatisfactory when 
it comes to comparing foreign born peo- 
ple with American born whites and Ne- 
groes. There are so few foreign born 
children (not American born children of 
foreign born parents) under 5 years of 
age in the country that Prof. Glover, who 
worked out the tables, started with 100,000 
foreign born children of 5 years of age. 

This serves to lower the general death 
rates among foreign born peoples since 
it removes from the calculation the very 
high death rates among babies and chil- 
dren between 2 and 3. According to the 
figures native born white children and 
young white persons have a lower death 
rate than the same groups among for- 
eign born people. On the other hand, as 
compared with Negroes, the advantage is 
with the foreign born. Whites adjust 
themselves to American life better than 
do Negroes, or else the white stock is nat- 
urally healthier. 

If you would like to know what ts the 
healthiest year of age for males the an- 
swer is the eleventh. Or, what is the 
baby death rate for boys and girls in the 
city and country in the registration area? 
The answer is—for cities: boys, 133.8; 
girls, 111.23. Country: Boys, 103.26; girls, 


84.97. It is safest and perhaps best to 


be born a girl in the country.. About the 
limit of risk is to be born a boy in the city.

POWDER FOR BABY. 

K. M. writes: “1. I have a young 
friend that has three small children. 
I was there one of these terribly hot 
days and found she was in the habit of 
covering them with talcum powder to 
prevent perspiration. While I was there 
she disrobed the baby and thoroughly 
covered him with an extra covering of 
powder. Now is that a wise thing to 
do? When my children were that age I 
was afraid to do anything like that as I 
thought perspiration should come out 
rather than to be suppressed.

1. In chronic heart disease, chronic tuber- 
culosis, and one or two other conditions the 
end of the fingers become clubbed and the nails 
arched. This condition is sometimes called 
cardiac nails. It is a result of prolonged diffi- 
cult breathing which, in turn, is one result of 
some forms and stages of heart disease. 

2. I don’t think there fs any proof that men 
with white spots are liars or that men who 
have no white spots on their nails are not Mars. 
Nor is there proof that ridges on the nails are 
due to uric acid. Severe iliness sometimes 
causes a transverse ridge on the nails. These 
are about the only indications of constitutional 
disease furnished by the nails except that 
pecullar result of some ductless gland dis- 
order, loss of the nails, eyebrows and all other 
hair on the head and body.

Newton, Mass., Aug. 2.—[ Editor of The 
Tribune.}—Just at present, as the clocks 
of Chicago are striking the hour of 9 at 
night, the brilliant, blue, and beautiful 
sun of night, Vega, may be found in 
our star lighted firmament a little to the 
east of the zenith. Vega is as much a 
sun of night as our own sun is sun of day, 
although it is shining upon us from a dis- 
tance of about 200,000,000,000,000 miles, 
whereas King Sol is only aproximately 
93,000,000 miles away. Therefore, were 
our sun as far distant as is Vega, he 
would be almost invisible to most of us. 
As we know, the suns of night are situ- 
ated apparently in certain star groups 
called constellations, and blue Vega hap- 
pens to be placed amid Lyra. With the 
exception of glowing, glittering Arcturus, 
now in the west, Vega is the brightest 
sun of night visible from Chicago at this 
present time, and some astronomers de- 
clare that Vega is brighter than Arcturus. 
However that ts, Vega of Lyra is certain- 
ly a@ very brilliant star and one well 
worthy of our study and admiration, par-

News from Canada is conflicting. Offi- 
cial reports continue to lay stress on the 
favorable reports received, while private 
reports in some cases were sensationally 
bullish. The Grain Growers’ Grain com- 
pany of Winnipeg sent in late messages 
to the effect that 75 per cent of their re- 
ports from Saskatchewan were favorable. 
So far they place a low estimate on the 
damage done to the Canadian crop, and 
railroad reports from Canada were in- 
clined to be optimistic. However, pri- 
vate advices from Winnipeg said condi- 
tions were growing worse. In this re- 
spect the Canadian crop appears to he 
going through the same process as in 
our northwest. At first there were stren- 
uous denials of damage, but later re- 
ports confirmed the radical claims of, 
damage. The most sensational of the 
Canadian reports was one from Le Count, 
who wired from Weyburn, Sask., to Bar- 
rell: ‘“‘ The Canadian crop is going to 
pieces fast. Already the great wheat belt 
of Manitoba is practically ruined, and 
the damage is extending well into Sas- 
katchewan. Wheat here looks splendid, 
but every field is more or less affected 
with black rust. The wheat is mostly in 
he milk or blossom, and is just the right 
age to show the first stages of rust. All 
the earliest fields are quite badly in- 
fected, and I believe the crop here will 
be badly injured during the next ten 
days.”

There were reports of heavy buying 
of wheat at Winnipeg by exporters yes- 
terday, and there was a good inquiry in 
all markets. Cash sales here were 50,000 
bu, with mills paying steady prices for 
wheat. Offerings continue light from the 
‘country. Omaha receipts dropped off 
sharply from a week ago, and the move- 
ment of winter wheat is not increasing, 
while Oklahoma reports say the heavy 
run is nearly over. The demand from 
mills is of a steady sort, buyers being 
willing to pay good premiums for wheat. 
There were reports that some wheat had 
been sold via the gulf, and premiums 
for wheat in that quarter were strong. 
Cash corn was ic up and oats %@lc up. 
Sales were 170,000 bu corn ‘and 140,000 bu 
oats, including 100,000 bu corn and 30,000 
bu oats to exporters. Country sales to 
arrive of both corn and oats were mod- 
erate.

Tem- 
peratures over the corn belt the last 
two days have been unusually severe, 
with no promise of relief, showers pre- 
dicted failing to materialize except in a 
few sections. Iowa complaints are in- 
creasing, and it is claimed the corn is 
firing in the vicinity of Des Moines, 
where the temperature was 102 on Fri- 
day. Illinois reports in several instances 
were extremely bullish. Springfield, Ill., 
wired that corn in that section had been 
damaged probably 25 percent. Spring- 
field has had showers recently, but they 
did not extend over much territory, 
Kansas recently has had practically no 
relief.”

All that the railroads are expected 
to do is to furnish good service.

A railroad cannot operate 
without SQ fficient income any more than 
a locomotive can run without sufficient 
coal. In most lines of business an in- 
crease of wages means an instant ad- 
vance in prices.

the story of the wonderful growth of the 
game as a sport for women seems to have | 
been neglected. Yet year after year— 
since the first national championship for 
women in 1887—the game has grown con- 
stantly in popularity until today it seems 
certain that it is played by more women 
than any other outdoor pastime. 

As in the case of the game as a whole, 
tennis for women was slower to gain a 
foothold in the west than the east, and 
its present position of practical equality 
is the more remarkable for this reason. 


Women Show Friendly Rivalry. 

Back in the days when the Wyandotte 
club was flourishing on the north side 

and the Kenwood Country club was the 
tennis center of the south side of Chicago, 
there was plenty of friendly rivalry be- 
tween women players of these organiza- 

 tloris. And some mighty good tennis was 
played, teo! 

Miss Mary Ayer (now Mrs. Samuel T. 
Chase, wife of the former holder of the 
western title for men), the Misses Sturges 
and others seidom missed a day of play 
on the famous north side courts. At the 
game time, on the old Schiller atreet 
courts across from the Potter Palmer 
mansion, the Misses Barrett and others 
had mastered the game to a point that}. 
made their fame known throughout the 
city. In fact, later—as Mrs. George Ru- 
blee—Miss Juliet Barrett, although she 
seldom competed in tournaments, devel- }~

On account of cost, docking, draft of 


harbors, and other supposed good rea- 
sons, as well as the long exploded and 
farmer-like argumeat of “ too’ many 
eggs in one basket,” thé designers of all 
navies have attempted to keep down 
the displacement and to crowd into 
the limited displa¢ement the maximum 
of élementa that go to make an efficient 
battleship. But one element or another 
has always had to be sacrificed, and to 
date this has been principally speed. As 
a rule the caliber of the gune of the 
main battery, especially since the all big 
gun battleship idea, has been near the 
limit of the mechanical arts at the time; 
also, the amount of armor protection has 
not beéQ sacrificed. The consumption 
of displacement for speed increased in 
such a fapid ratio that designers all 
gave pause and stopped near twenty- 
one or twenty-two knots. However, the 
yearning to get speed would not down 
and resulted in the battle cruiser, where 
armor and the number of guns were 
sacrificed to speed. But the inexorable 
demand for the battleship possessing all 
desirable elements steadily increases, re- 
sulting im increased. displacement, ex- 
cept in the case of Great Britain, whose 
reasons against it ate well takea from 
her standpoint.

The fashion of topiary gardening—that 
is, clipping trees and shrubbery into the 
shapes of birds, animals, or inanimate 
objects—arose from the constriction of 
their foliage within a narrow, walled in 
space, which necessitated clipping it to 
accommodate it te its boundaries. One 
man spent fifteen years shaping a pea- 
cock with widespread tail out of one 
clump of follage—yew o1 box or some 
such tree, The typical Dutch garden 
is a close shaven hedge with a bit of 
topiary sculpture visible above and be- 
yond it. * 

The English, however, express in their 
gardens a life: dedicated to hospitality, 
but of a less formal and stately fashion 
than that of the Latin races, Their wide 
lawns rimmed with many hued flowers 
admit of tennis, croquet, archery, and 
other activities. This eliminates the need 
for conversation, which to the French 
and Italians is the chief end and aim 
of social gatherings. | 

The English, too, have their formal. 
gardens, their topiary triumphs, and in 
their smaller gardens, like the continen- 
tals, they achieve, with high walls and 
thick hedges, that privacy which seems 
to be the last thing an American garden 
owner thinks of or covets. .

Are they going merely to copy older 
forms of gardening evolved from other 
Civilizations than ours?

We have not been able yet to express 
ourselves in an unmistakably American 
and admirable architecture, so it is prob- 
able that our gardens will partake of'thse 
rather polyglot speech of our architec- 
ture and each individual will merely 
make manifest his personal taste, indi- 
‘cating in that way whether he prefers 
French, Italian, Dutch, or English ideals, 
The truth is, the modern American is 
the luckless heir of all the ages and na- 
tions, and as such has inherited so much 
paraphernalia that he has no chance to 
acquire or achieve anything himself. 
Oné part of Chicago, however, is nalve- 
ly self-expressive and almost utterly ob- 
livious of the traditions of other coun- 
tries. It is that strip of houses and gar- 
dens that borders Sheridan road north

Supplies Community Music. 

There is one institution in Chicago 
which probably gives more pleasure and 
has a more beneficent, widespread influ-. 
ence on the whole community than any 
other and yet does not get due credit for 
its work, and that is the Civic Music as- 
sociation of Chicago. It originated about 
five years ago in a conversation among 
a half a dozen people in the foyer of Or- 
chestra hall after one of the symphony 
concerts. . 

The late Charles L. Allen was its most 
ardent advocate and promoter, and his 
daughter, Miss Dora Allen, is on the 
board of directors. Mrs. George B. Car- 
penter, that well known patron of mu- 
sic for many decades here, is its honor- 
ary president, while William HK. Rehm 
is active president; J. Allem Haines and 
Angus &.. Hibbard are, respectively, first 
and second yice presidents; Charles L. 
Hutchinson is treasurer; Mrs. Frederic 
Upham iz secretary; Mrs. Frank Jerome 
is chairman of the executive committee, 
and Miss Frances Brundage is superin- 
tendent, which latter office is an arduous 
one. It covers the organizing of innu- 
merable musical centers all over the 
city, this' community music being one 
of the chief objects of the association. 

Besides organizing choral clubs, or- 
chestras, and children’s choruses and 
developing a love of music everywhere 
the association arranges public concerts 
at which the best artists give their serv- 
fces.
